one man and injuring a score, 
scattered wreckage today in the 
main streets of Montana’s hilly 
capital, focal point for a week 
of tremors tracing a crazy pat­ 
tern across the northwest. 
The severe overnight shock, 
60th of the sequence, tore a t the 
mountainous continental divide 
and spread into three states — 
Montana, Idaho and Washing­ 
ton, and one Canadian province, 
Alberta.

Minneapolis—Put on a 
gas 
mask when you go cut to start 
the car on cold mornings; then 
you can close the garage doors 
and warm up the motor in com­ 
fort and safety. If you haven’t a 
mask, you should guard your life 
against carbon monoxide 
pois­ 
oning by propping the doors open 
so they cannot blow shut, before 
stepping on the starter. This is 
the gist of a seasonable warning 
issued by the medical depart­ 
ment of a life insurance 
com­ 
pany of Minneapolis. 
Phosgene, the deadliest 
gas 
used in the World War, was a 
combination of carbon monoxide 
and chlorine. Carbon monoxide 
is colorless, tasteless, and practi­ 
cally odorless. Before you 
are 
aware of its creeping effects you 
are too helpless to make a move 
toward fresh air. Your automo­ 
bile exhaust gas contains from 
ll to over 6 per cent carbon 
monoxide, the insurance 
com­ 
pany’s bulletin states. 
With the onset of cold weath­ 
er, deaths from carbon monoxide 
poisoning always show a start­ 
ling gain. Both gasoline engines 
and illuminating gas share in 
causing this deadly increase. Il­ 
luminating gas contains from 3 
per cent to 30 per cent carbon 
monoxide. The greater number 
of cases of illuminating gas as­ 
phyxiation in cold weather are 
due not to a change in the car­ 
bon monoxide content, as many 
people believe, but to^ reater use 
combined with less ventilation. 
Gas appliances should be con­ 
nected by metal instead of rub­ 
ber tubing, the bulletin advises. 
Aulombile exhaust lines should 
be checked for leaks. Seeping in­ 
to a closed car, carbon monoxide 
causes severe headaches in small 
amounts;

It is better to have the 
car windows open enough 
for 
ventilation even in severe weath­ 
er, to guard against the evil ef- 
day.

When carbon monoxide is in­ 
haled it replaces the oxygen in 
the blood. The remedy is artifi­ 
cial respiration and oxygen in­ 
halation; the treatment is the 
same as for a case of drowing. 
Exposure to carbon 
monoxide 
weakens the heart; a patient who 
has been brought back to con­ 
sciousness after carbon monox­ 
ide poisoning should not be per­ 
mitted to move from a reclining 
position until a doctor so advises, 
the bulletin warns. The present 
trend toward the use of natural 
gas in combination with coal gas 
for household use increases the 
asphyxiation hazard unless some 
strong-smelling 
tracer 
gas 
is 
added, the bulletin 
continues. 
The natural gas combination has 
a very slight odor, and is there­ 
fore more difficult to detect than 
the old style illuminating gas. 
At the first suspision of escap­ 
ing gas all windows and doors 
should be thrown wide open, re­ 
gardless of how frigid the out­ 
side temperature 
may be, the 
warning concludes.

“grass roots” and midwest na­

Republican 
committee 
headquarters, 
he

drive with the issuance of a 
bristling 
statement 
declaring 
war on what he called the na­ 
tional administration’s “propa­ 
ganda, insincerity and destruc­ 
tive policies.” 
Spangler, of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, is 52 and takes great pride 
in his saddle horses and kennel 
of Irish terriers, which he calls 
“one of the finest in America.” 
His commercial interests, he 
says, are two Iowa farms which 
he owns and operates as a “prac­ 
ticing farmer.” 
Of medium height, stocky, al­ 
ways meticulously dressed and 
suave of speech, the man cast 
in the role of midwest G. O. P. 
Moses boasts that he has been 
“in politics” for 39 years without 
ever seeking public office or ac­ 
cepting a political payroll job. 
Born on an Iowa farm, Spang­ 
ler graduated from the liberal 
arts and law colleges of the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa. He began the 
practice of law in Cedar Rapids, 
where he became associq£ed with 
the late James W. Good, subse­ 
quently a congressman and sec­ 
retary of war under 
former 
President Herbert Hoover. 
Spangler’s first political expe­ 
rience, he said, was in 1896 when 
as a boy of 13 he helped his 
father keep the poll lists during 
a township election. 
Starting with the lowly office 
of

committeeman, 
Spangler rose to county chair­

The purpose of the “grass 
roots” demonstration, he ex­ 
plained, was to give the rank and 
file of the party an opportunity 
for expression and to stimulate 
interest in politics. 
Spangler lives on an estate 
outside Cedar Rapids with his 
wife, the former Fay Mclntire 
of Ottumwa, Iowa.
